The Flambeau region 
narrowly escaped from a big blaze 
just a few weeks ago. Bill Dormeyer 
writes us of the fight he and others 
had to keep the fire from sweeping 
past Guniock lake. If it had gotaway, 
the fire would have burned right 
through the reservation to the station 
of Lac Flambeau. And the cause of 
this blaze was carelessness on the part 
of an Indian who let his camp fire get 
away.

The hus- 
band announced one morning that he 
would like to have his bag packed in 
time for his departsrre on the 740 
that evening. He would be gone about 
ten days, he explained to the wife, 
who Was not unobservant at all of his 
recent restlessness and guilty conduct.

She said nothing. She packed the 
bag as carefully as though she would 
be along to share the pleasure of its 
neatness. She gave him an excellent 
dinner and asked no single question 
about why this sudden decision to 
make a trip over a territory that had 
never been mentioned § before. She 
took him to the train and waved him a 
merry good-by, with no sign that she 
knew there was another woman in the 
case.
